Tributes paid to 
‘amazing’ friend 



A “WONDERFULLY gifted” 
publican was one of two 
drivers killed on the county’s 
roads at the weekend. 

Tributes have been paid to 
Robert Huntington, 32, who 
ran the Duke of 


Cumberland’s Head, in 
Clifton. 

Mr Huntington died when 
the green Audi A4 he was 
driving hit a tree on the 
B4031 Clifton Road, between 
Deddington and Clifton, at 


about 11.10pm on Saturday. 

He was thrown from the 
car during the collision and 
was taken to the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford 
after suffering severe 
injuries, but died in the early 
hours of Sunday. 

Friends on social 
networking site Facebook 
described Mr Huntington as a 
“colourful, unique, 
wonderfully gifted character”. 

Charlie Freeman wrote: 
“Mate, I am numb with 
sadness that you are no 
longer here. 

“ I also know and take 
comfort from the fact that you 
are in a great place right now, 
entertaining all the crew 
upstairs with your glorious 
anecdotes and joie de vivre.

the time of the collision.”

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Doctor 


committed 
suicide with 
own scalpel 


A WORLD-renowned doctor 
killed himself with his own 
scalpel, just hours after being 
arrested over claims he 
sexually molested a woman 
colleague at a hospital. 

Professor Robert Davies, 
who worked at the Churchill 
Hospital in Oxford, lay in the 
back of his daughter’s car and 
deliberately sliced through an 
artery so that he would bleed 
to death. 

Just 24 hours earlier police 
had made a surprise late 
evening visit to his Oxfordshire 
home and led him away for 
questioning about the alleged 
sexual assault. He was released 
on bail without charge, 
although inquiries were due to 
continue. 

Last Thursday, a coroner 
heard how the eminent 
consultant, who specialised in 
respiratory diseases and was 
described as having an 
‘international reputation’ in 
medicine, used one of his own 
scalpels to commit suicide by 
cutting his groin. He was found 
slumped in the back footwell by 
passers-by who noticed the car 
parked at an odd angle, with its 
front wheels in a ditch. 

Prof Davies, 49, had recently 
returned home to Lower 
Heyford, after a work-related 
visit to Vancouver in Canada. 
His widow, Penny, told the 
Oxfordshire coroner Nicholas 
Gardiner that her husband 
seemed ‘quiet and subdued’ 
after his arrest. 

The inquest was told that on 
November 19 last year, Prof 


Davies, of Mill Lane, Lower 
Heyford, dropped his son, 

Alex, in Oxford to catch the 
school bus. Mrs Davies said: 
“He said he was going to 
collect some things from the 
office and come back home,” 
she said. 

The coroner heard that Prof 
Davies never made the 
journey home, instead, driving 
himself to a quiet country 
lane near his home, where he 
killed himself. 

The inquest was told that 
passer-by David Brock was 
with his friend, Daniel Howe, 
when they found Prof Davies 
dead in the car. They said that 
on first inspection they 
couldn't see anything inside 
the vehicle but on a second, 
look, they spotted the doctor, 
slumped on his back in the 
rear of the car. 

Recording a verdict of 
suicide, Mr Gardiner said: “I 
am in no doubt that he was 
responsible for his own death, 
for which he had used a 
scalpel. Given his profession, 
he had access to these 
instruments and knew what 
the effect of this injury would 
be.” 

Turning to Mrs Davies, Mr 
Gardiner added: “Your husband 
was well known to me and was 
a great assistance to me on 
many occasions. My deepest 
sympathies for your loss.” 

Sources said that the police 
investigation into the complaint 
of sexual assault against Prof 
Davies was discontinued after 
his death.

A FUNDRAISING project with a royal 
connection has been launched for Oxford 
Children’s Hospital. 

The Waley Cohen family - including 
Cheltenham Gold Cup-winning jockey 
Sam - has already raised more than £lm 
to name a ward in memory of Tom Waley 
Cohen, who died in 2004, aged 19. 

Now his older brother, Marcus Waley 
Cohen, hopes to raise another £30,000 for 
specialist equipment and to help quell 
youngsters’ nerves as they wait for 
surgery. The entrepreneur is using his 
natural energy drinks company Firefly 
Tonics to raise the cash. 

He said: “As a family we really wanted 
to raise money in Tom’s memory and to 
help the Oxford Children’s Hospital to 
create a world-class centre for other sick 
children.” 

Tom, from Edgehill, was diagnosed with 
the rare bone cancer Ewing’s sarcoma in 
his left leg at the age of ten.

Cohen, who rode to success in January’s 
Cheltenham Gold Cup, helped raise

He was helped to organise a roller disco at 
the Renaissance Rooms in London, by Kate 
Middleton, now Duchess of Cambridge. 

Marcus added: “We’re all very proud of 
our involvement in Tom’s Ward and in the 
KIDS image project for the atrium. With 
the hospital we’ve put together a plan to 
transform the corridor that takes children 
from the wards to theatre. When it’s 
complete, the blank hospital walls will 
have been transformed into an amazing 
visual journey that will help to distract 
children during this very stressful time. 

“We hope this will be the first of many 
projects we can work with the hospital on.” 

Andrew House, head of major gifts at the 
ORH, added: “This is such an innovative 
fundraising idea, which combines Marcus’s 
passion for his business with his very 
genuine support of the children’s hospital. 
Over the years Marcus and his family have 
raised over £lm for the children’s hospital. 
We are incredibly grateful for all they do.”

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Incinerator will be built at Ardley after legal challenge fails 


Campaigners lose 

incinerator fight

A CONTROVERSIAL incinerator 
will be built in Oxfordshire after 
campaigners lost a last-ditch 
attempt to halt the plan. 

The incinerator at Ardley could 
now be up and running in three 
years and will be Oxfordshire’s 
first. 

The campaigners’ £50,000 legal 
bid to block the incinerator was 
thrown out by the High Court. 
The group was also landed with 
the Government’s £10,000 legal 
bill. 

Members of Ardley Against the 
Incinerator (AAI) said they were 
‘gutted’. 

Residents and local businesses 
raised thousands to take 
Secretary of State Eric Pickles to 
the appeal court over his decision 
to allow waste firm Viridor to 
build the 300,000 tonne 
incinerator at Ardley. 

They had asked the London 
court to quash Mr Pickles’ 
decision and order the Secretary 
of State to reconsider the matter. 


The group claimed the 
proposed incinerator was much 
bigger than needed to meet 
Oxfordshire’s needs, would be an 
eyesore in the countryside and 
would have emissions which 
could damage human and animal 
health. They argued the 
Secretary of State was wrong in 
law in granting permission to 
operator Viridor Waste 
Management. 

But Deputy Judge Howell QC 
ruled Mr Pickles was entitled to 
grant permission and said there 
were ‘fundamental defects’ in the 
campaigners’ case. 

AAI chairman Jon O’Neill said: 
“Today was not the decision we 
wanted, but that’s part of the risk 
of going to court. We are pleased 
we were able to get there and 
were able to push this as far as we 
could.” 

He said the group would 
consider its options. 

Mr O’Neill said the £10,000 
legal costs had already been 
lodged with the court. 

Oxfordshire County Council, 
which says the burner is needed

to avoid hefty landfill taxes, 
welcomed the court’s ‘common 
sense’ decision. Its cabinet 
member for growth and 


infrastructure, Lorraine Lindsay- 
Gale, said: “We hope that Ardley 
Against the Incinerator will now 
accept this decision and not cause 
any further unnecessary delay 
and expense.” 

She said it had been a matter of 
‘strong public interest’ that the 
issue had been resolved as 
quickly as possible so the project 
could move forward. 

Viridor’s project manager 
Robert Ryan said: “We are 
pleased with the judgement and 
look forward to progressing the 
project.” 

In his judgement, Deputy Judge 
Howell QC said: “The Secretary of 
State had made a clear finding 
that in his view human health 
would not be endangered and the 
environment would not be 
harmed.” 

The group can take the decision 
to the Court of Appeal, but it is 
an expensive process. 

Viridor said once a notice to 
proceed had been issued by the 
county council it would start the 
project. The waste firm hopes to 
open the incinerator in 2014.

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First county primary school to achieve academy status 


Dashwood 
paves the way 


By Liam Sloan 


FOUR Oxfordshire schools with 
more than 4,500 pupils between 
them have been given the go- 
ahead to convert to academies 
as early as September. 

If all agree funding 
arrangements with the 
Department for Education 
(DfE), it would more than 
double the number of 
academies in the county. 

The Banbury Dashwood 
Schools Federation, which is 
made up of the 1,440-pupil 
Banbury School and 200-pupil 
Dashwood School, has won 
Government backing to become 
an academy, making Dashwood 
the first primary school in 
Oxfordshire to get the status. 

The DfE has also backed 
1,500-pupil Wallingford School 
and 1,800-pupil King Alfred’s in 
Wantage, to convert. 

Academies are free from local 
authority control and are 
funded directly by Whitehall, 
giving headteachers far more 
control over their budget, staff 
and curriculum. 

All four schools will fix final 
conversion dates once they have 
agreed funding arrangements 
with the DfE, but are aiming to 
become academies by September. 

Banbury and Dashwood 
schools became formerly 
federated with a single board of 
governors and executive head in 
September 2009, already 
credited with improving 
leadership and management.

Executive head Fiona 
Hammans said academy status 
gave even more autonomy and 
independence. 

She said: “We are in the north 
of the county and long way 
from county council offices. 

“Whilst we have no bugbear 
with the local authority, this is 
about us being able to make 
timely decisions for our pupils 
and students in Banbury. 

“If we wanted the change the 
National Curriculum for a 
particular year group, for 
example, we could do it. 

“We can really look at our 


youngsters and see what they 
really need. The National 
Curriculum has been 
prescribed for schools for so 
long, this is really exciting in 
giving us the freedom to think 
about what our youngsters 
should and could do.” 

Dashwood headteacher Vicki 
McLean said it could be worth 
up to another £50,000 a year to 
Dashwood in money redirected 
from the local authority directly 
to the school. 

Wallingford School head Wyll 
Willis said: “It gives the 
freedom to be able to make our 
own decisions. 

“I will not be worried about 
the education authority’s 
strategic planning or some 
operational activity, because I 
will not have to engage with it if 
I do not want to. 

“We can buy the best services 
we can get for our money, 
rather than take what is offered 
by one organisation.” 

At King Alfred’s, head Simon 
Spiers said: “Our governors are 
continuing cautiously towards a 
conversion date of August 1. 

“All the groundwork has been 
done but we are awaiting news 
of the funding agreement before 
we finally commit.” 

Oxfordshire’s three existing 
academies - North Oxfordshire, 
Oxford and Oxford Spires - 
were all set up to replace 
secondary schools with low 
attainment. 

The Coalition Government 
wants successful schools to 
convert.

Surgical equipment left inside patient 


TWO pieces of surgical equipment were left 
inside a patient at an Oxfordshire hospital, it 
has been revealed. 

The tips of Johan grasping forceps, measuring 
3.5cm long by 5cm wide with a thickness of 
2mm, fell off. 

The unnamed patient was admitted to an 
Oxford Radcliffe Hospitals NHS Trust hospital 
for a surgical procedure in January. 

The trust refused to release the age and 
gender of the patient, what the operation was 
for and where it took place, on the grounds of 
confidentiality. 

A trust spokesman said: “A small remnant of 
a surgical instrument was left in the patient 
and it was found immediately post operatively. 


Theatre staff realised a small part of the 
instrument had broken off and was missing. 
The patient was taken back to theatre and has 
since made a full recovery. The patient has 
been kept fully informed about what 
happened.” 

The trust, which runs the John Radcliffe and 
Churchill hospitals in Oxford and Horton 
Hospital in Banbury, said it undertook a “full 
investigation”. 

“No staff have been disciplined following the 
event, however, some policies and guidelines 
have been amended and additional training 
provided.” 

A post-operation check-list now features a 
‘check of instrument integrity’ and its swab 


policy had been amended it said. 

The incident was the only ‘never event’ 
recorded in the county last year. These are 
‘serious, largely preventable patient safety 
incidents that should not occur if the available 
preventative measures have been implemented’. 

Peter Walsh, chief executive of the Action 
against Medical Accidents campaign group, 
said: “It would appear that the trust acted 
entirely appropriately. Avoiding this is 
relatively easy by following standard checks. 
This one is rather unusual as it is not a 
‘forgotten’ instrument left inside, but a faulty 
piece of equipment broken off. 

“It is reassuring that this was identified 
immediately and remedial action taken.” 


Easier train tickets with new smartphone app 


BUYING train tickets has just got easier for 
Chiltern Railways passengers after the rail 
operator launched a smartphone ‘app’. 

Initially, the application was for iPhone, 
BlackBerry, Nokia, Samsung and Sony 
Ericsson, but an android application is now 
available. 

The free mobile application provides 


passengers with details of the cheapest prices 
and train times, and then delivers the ticket 
as a 2D barcode on the phone. 

Special scanners are also placed on gates 
at stations to enable passengers to ‘touch 
in’ and ‘touch out’ of stations using their 
phones. 

Marketing director Thomas Ableman said: 


“We are proud to have developed this industry 
first that makes ticketing faster at a time 
when we’re also doing the same to our trains 
through the work we are doing to create the 
Chiltern Mainline thereby reducing journey 
times.”

Grimsbury youngsters’ teething troubles 

6 We won’t brush 

this off’

HEALTH chiefs admitted they 
were a long way from solving the 
problem of poor dental health for 
youngsters in the Grimsbury, 
Banbury and Blackbird Leys, 
Oxford, estates. 

In May, it was revealed that 
only 46 per cent of children on 
the Blackbird Leys estate, and 44 
per cent of youngsters on the 
Grimsbury estate, in Banbury, 
regularly got their teeth checked 
out. 

Children on the Leys were also 
more likely to have decayed, 
missing or filled teeth. 

Across the county, around 72 
per cent of Oxfordshire’s under 
16-year-olds get their teeth 
checked out every two years. 

And, at a meeting of 
Oxfordshire’s joint health 
overview and scrutiny committee 


last week, it emerged some 
children living in the areas did 
not even own their own 
toothbrush. 

Nicky Wadely, deputy head of 
NHS Oxfordshire’s Primary Care 
Contracted Services, said: “This 
is only the tip of the iceberg. 

“In terms of achievement, it is 
not a time when we can say we 
have actually achieved our goal 
yet by any measure of means. 

“The PCT will continue to 
develop oral health initiatives for 
children as part of the dental 
commissioning strategy and 
monitoring the number of 
children accessing NHS dental 
services in Oxfordshire with the 
aim of improving the oral health 
of children and young people in 
Oxfordshire.” 

She said NHS Oxfordshire had 
commissioned a number of 
projects to improve oral health, 
particularly for children in 
deprived areas of the county, 


such as the OX4, which includes 
Blackbird Leys, and OX16, 
covering Grimsbury. 

The teeth of more than 200 
children have been painted with 
fluoride varnish in schools in 
parts of Oxford and Banbury 
with the highest number of 
missing or decayed teeth. 

Over 2,000 Brushing for Life 
packs have been given out by 
health visitors to children, some 
of whom did not own their own 
toothbrush. 

Meanwhile, children’s centre 
staff have been trained to provide 
oral health promotion and 
healthy eating advice to families 
in the area. 

According to latest figures for 
the county, 545 children’s teeth 
had become so rotten it was 
necessary for one or more to be 
extracted under general 
anaesthetic. 

Of that number, 218 of the 
children lived in the OX3, OX4 


and OX16 postcode areas. 

Susanna Pressel, who 
represents Oxford’s Jericho and 
Osney wards on Oxford City 
Council, said she was sure the 
primary care trust was doing 
some ‘wonderful work’, but the 
figures were not good enough. 

She said: “I have estimated 
there must be something like 
27,000 children living in these 
areas. 

“If only 46 per cent of them are 
seeing a dentist that is terrible.” 

Leys county councillor Val 
Smith said: “There are a lot of 
very young families who 
themselves maybe haven’t had 
good access to dental care.” 

She added: “It depends on 
mother being responsible and 
taking their children to the 
dentist.” 

NHS dental care is subsidised 
and free for under 18s.

ALMOST ten years after the 
cinema release of Harry Potter 
and The Philosopher’s Stone, the 
most financially successful film 
franchise in history reaches its 
tragic and spectacular conclusion. 
Millions of readers, who 
nervously turned the pages of JK 
Rowling’s final tome in summer 
2007, already know the narrative 
twists ahead for Harry (Daniel 
Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert Grint) and 
Hermione (Emma Watson). 

There may be no dramatic 
tension but that’s of little 
consequence to ardent fans 
because David Yates’s hugely 
entertaining adaptation of Harry 
Potter and the Deathly Hallows: 
Part 2 bids fond farewell to 
characters we have grown to love, 
and who have literally grown up 
before our eyes. 

Certainly, the eighth film has 
its niggles. The final chapter rests 
heavily on the shoulders of 
Radcliffe and, while he has 
improved as an actor, he still 
doesn’t possess the emotional 
range or vulnerability to provide 
a strong emotional connection to 
Harry’s grief. Thankfully, 
Radcliffe’s woodenness cannot 
wreck one of the film’s best 
scenes — a sombre reunion with 
long-lost friends in The Forbidden 
Forest. 

Watson and Grint shine in their 
few scenes including that long- 


awaited kiss, and both sob 
convincingly as their teenage 
wizards come to terms with their 
loss. 

The introduction of 3D and 
IMAX 3D for this climactic film is 
driven more by box office greed 
than creative invention. None of 
the Harry Potter films so far has 
taken more than a billion dollars 
at the box office. The ticket levy 
for 3D coupled with our nostalgia 
will ensure that Harry Potter and 
the Deathly Hallows: Part 2 
becomes the most successful film 
of the long-running saga. 

It may not be the best film of 
the series — that honour still 
belongs to Alfonso Cuaron’s 
stunning interpretation of Harry 
Potter and the Prisoner of 
Azkaban, which plumbed the 
dark, foreboding undercurrents of 
Rowling’s writing with flair. 
However, Deathly Hallows: Part 2 
brings down the curtain in style. 

The film opens with Voldemort 
(Ralph Fiennes) stealing the 
powerful Elder Wand from 
Dumbledore’s grave, which he 
will use to slay Harry. Dastardly 
acolytes Bellatrix Lestrange 
(Helena Bonham Carter) and 
Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs) 
press forward with their 
diabolical plans, while Severus 
Snape (Alan Rickman) fills the 
vacant post of headmaster at 


Hogwarts, which is encircled by 
Dementors. 

Elsewhere, Harry, Ron and 
Hermione continue their mission 
to track down the final Horcruxes, 
which contain fragments of 
Voldemort’s blackened soul. 

The quest leads to Hogwarts 
where fellow students Neville 
Longbottom (Matthew Lewis), 
Luna Lovegood (Evanna Lynch) 
and Ginny Weasley (Bonnie 
Wright) are ready to lay down 
their lives to protect Harry from 
Death Eaters, including Draco 
Malfoy (Tom Felton) and his 
Slytherin sidekicks. 

Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows: Part 2 builds relentlessly 
to the final battle at Hogwarts, 
which is brilliantly realised with a 
seamless conflation of live action 
and dazzling digital trickery. 

There are echoes of The Battle 
of Helm’s Deep in The Lord of the 
Rings: The Two Towers as the 
forces of darkness breach the 
school’s walls with horrific intent. 

An attempted break-in at 
Gringotts Wizarding Bank 
introduces the blind dragon 
which guards the Lestrange Vault 
and the search for Rowena 
Ravenclaw’s lost diadem in the 
Room of Requirement is similarly 
thrilling. Aside from the central 
trio, the third film belongs to 
Lewis as heroic Neville and to

PUPILS at Sibford School received an insight 
into the Olympic Games recently, when they 
were visited by three-times Great Britain 
Olympic swimmer, Helen Slatter.

“That’s where we’ll decide on the top ten to 
include in the team and I’m really hopeful 
we have a winner on our hands.”
